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ISRAEL OFFERS COMPENSATION 


U.S. Warns Refugee 
Funds will Run Out

UNITED NATIONS, Wednesday. — The U.N. Political 
Committee Arab refugee debate reached a clima.< today 
with three new developments. These were, first, a warn- 
ing from Washington that it was not inclined to main- 


tain the refvgees for ever: 
an offer by the head of the 
Israel delegation, Mr. Abba 
Eban, to compensate the re- 
fugees immediately if the 
Arabs ended iheir econo- 
mic blockade of Is r ae]; 
and ‘raq’s complete rejec- 
tion of any solution of the 
problem except repatria- 
tion to Israel. 

The U.S. delegate stressed 
that the “primary responsibi- 
lity for working out a solu- 
tion of the refugee problem 
rests on Israel and the Arab 
states.” He then went on to 
pay lip-service to the past re- 
solutions on the refugee prob- 
lem, saying that “the rties 
should always be guided by 
therm.” It is well known, how- 
ever that the U.S. favours in- 
tegration in the Arab coun- 
tries as the only practical so- 
lution, and the remainder of 
his speech put pressure on 
the Arab Governments, which 
may be faced with the neces- 
sity of feeding the refugees 
when the UNRWA mandate 
ends in 1960. 

The U.S. delegate also point- 
ed out that his Government 
was holding $300,000 available 
for planning the transfer of 
UNRWA’s regponsibilities to 
the host governments. 

The American delegate did 
not permit to pass unnoticed 
-— as ir usually the case — 
a vituperative Iraqi  at- 
tack on American Jewry and 
its alleged influence over the 
State - Department, none of 
which had any bearing on 
the refuece issue. 

Instead, the U.S. represen- 
tative rose on a point of 
order, requesting an end to 
the innuendoes and the distor- 
tions and misrepresentations 
of American actions which 
only acded to the difficulties 
posed by an already difficult 
situation. 

Although he aiso reserved 
the right to make fuller re- 
ply later to the Iraqi charges, 
past experience indicates that 
State Department policy 
makers will not permit any 
further reference to the mat- 
ter. 


Ambassador Eban urged the 
U.N. to be “more assertive 
and consistent” in proclaim- 


| ing that. the solution to the 
| problem of the Arab refugees 


lies in their integration in 
the Arab countries and not 
‘in repatriation to Israel. 

In a lengthy 21-page add- 
ress tracing the history of the 
problem, he said that no less 
important than the U.N.'s 
humanitarian work in sus- 
taining the refugees Was its 
duty to apply its moral in- 
fluence towards’ an wunder- 
standing and acceptance of 
the true position. The refu- 
gees should receive clear and 
emphatic. guidance on _- the 
hopeful] «possibilities open for 
their salvation by integration 
in the Arab world. Britain 
the U.S. and Canada, among 
‘other countries, had repeat- 
ediy favoured integration of 
the refugees in Arab lands 
as the real solution to the 
problem he stressed. 

Mr. Eban quoted from neu- 
tral sources to show that. the 
Arabs had. deliberately built 
up the refugee problem as 
part of their aggressive de- 
signs against Isracl. The U.N. 
had. spent- more than $27fm. 
trying to help the refugees 
while the ealth of the 
Arab countries has increased 
vastiy under the impact of 
oil development and expand- 
ing national! liberation.” 

By seeking to prevent any 
sort of adaptation or - inte- 
gtation of the refugees, the 
Arab states had reduced the 
work of the U.N. Relief and 
Works Agency to a “clinical 
study in frustration.” 

Mr. Eban disputed the 
claim that there were more 
than $00,000 Arab refugees 
and said there were at the 
most around 700,000. More- 
over some. 50 per cent of 
them are under 15 years-old. 
so that most of them were 
under five years of age when 
they became refugees and 
“have no conscious Memory 
of Palestine at all.” 

Mr. Eban concluded with 
an appeal to the Arab states: 
“Open your gates to your 
kinsmen as we have opened 
ours: abandon inflexibility 
towards your kinsmen: iet 
the barbed wire barricades 
fall and let the Arab refu- 
gees freely move towards new 
economic opportunities open- 


ing on in the Arab world.”

M. Gaillard’ asked for a 
vote of confidence on the 
measure 24 hourg «after the 
beginning of the Assembly 
dehate on Algeria. The vote 
will be taken on Friday. . 

The question of confidence 
was put after a speech by 
Minister for Algeria Lacoste 
who told the Assembly “It is 
no —— possible to deny 
thet the Mosiem population 
is coming closer to us again. 
He said, “We are absolutely 
sure of winning if Wwe con- 
our action in aill 
spheres.” 

The Assembly decided to 
start discussion tonight on 
the electoral law for Algeria 
which the Gdévernment con- 
sidérs must go with the Re-} 
form Bill. M. Gaillard said he 
planned to ask for a vote of 
confidence on this issue as 
well. 

M. Lacoste said 36.350 Mos- 
lem volunteers were serving 
in *ome guard units in Al- 
geria under French com- 
mand. 

Referring to “dissidents”

TIBERIAS, Wednesday. — A 
proposal to mark the boun- 
dary between Syria and Is- 
rae] in the She’ar Yashuv and 
Tel Azaziat area is being con. 
sidered at UNTSO Headquar- 
ters in Jerusalem, it was re- 
liably learned today. 

The proposal is aimed at 
preventing misunderstandings 
over the exact border demar- 
cation in the area. Similar 
proposals have been made in 
the past but the Syrian autho- 
tities have vigorously oppos- 
ed the suggestions. 

Shortly after the Armistice 
Agreement was signed = in 
1949, differences of opinion 
over. the political status of 
Tel Azaziat arose between 
the two countries. The Syr- 
jans claimed that the tel was 
within their territory, but 
after the maps were studied 
by the UNTSO, the UN Head- 
quarters decided that the 
border line passes across the 
te’. and *hat each side owned 
half of it. | 

In the light of this decision, 
the Syrians were requested to 
Turkish fort on 
top of the tel, situated exact- 
ly on the demarcation line. 
The Syrians continuously put 
off the demolition. but finally 
tore down the half that was 
situated inside Israel _ terri- 
tory, and little by littie Duilt 
new fortifications on the spot.

Arabs Pledge to Help 
Jordan “if Attacked’ 


BAGHDAD. Wednesday 
‘Reuter). — Iraq today joined 
Saudi Arabia, Egypt and Syr- 
ia in an offer to help Jordan 
repel any attack from Israel. 

The Acting Foreign Muinis- 
ter of Iraq. Ali Muntaz, said 
in- a statement today that 
Iraq was determined to stand 
by and defend Jordan against 
an Israel aggression. Iraqi 
troops were ready to move 
and jein Jordan at any time, 
the Minister added. 

In Damascus Syrian For- 
eign Minister Salah Bitar said 
today that Syria would also 
go to Jordan's aid if she were 
attacked by Israel. He -said 
that Syria would regard any 
attack on Jordan as an at- 
tack on Syria. 

Yesterday, Saudi Arabian 
troops in Jordan were order- 
ed to stand by to heip the 
Jordan Army repel any ag- 
gression and Cairo Radio re- 
ported an official statement 
that Egypt would go to Jor- 
dan’s aid in the event of any 
aggression.

Syria May Revive

DAMASCUS Wednesday 
(Reuter). Syria will raise

both absolutely and in pro- 
portion to the population and 
to the number of vehicles, 

Without absolving drivers 
from their share of the 
blame, Mr. Carmel said it 
was imperative that existing 
roads be improved and 
widened and additional ones 
laid. This was also essential 
for our economic develop- 
ment. 


Most road accidents occur 
within city limits, Mr. Car- 
mel added, and considerable 
improvements were needed 
there. Thus, a city guch as 
Tel Aviv required a number 
underground vehicular 
passages at busy intersec- 
tions. 

The Minister hoped that 
the Knesset Law Committee 
would soon complete its work 
on the Amendment to the 
Traffie Ordinance. This 
would lead to a quicker dis- 
posal of traffic offence cases, 
The number of pending tiaf- 
fic files is now 50,000, as 
compared with 27,500 at the 
beginning of the year.
